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Any Way You Look At It, 
Students' Money Is Being Spent Wrong

Over the last month, the 
Lambda office has been following a 
story that shocked many students 
when told of the situation. News 
traveled quickly of the use of student 
money being spent in a manner that 
is anything but responsible. A 
Laurentian employee saw their job 
take on some changes this year, and 
as a result they sought to have their 
job reclassified and obtain a pay 
raise. This seemed like a reasonable 
request, however the university was 
not prepared to recognize the 
changes. ' 

The way the evaluation sys- 
tem within the school works as it 
pertains to jobs is this; a certain 
number of points are assigned to jobs 
according to their value. According 
to the Laurentian University Staff 
Union (LUSU) the position that is in 
question is worth a total of ^09 
points, however the university claims 
the position is only worth 794. This 



may sound like a small difference, 
but the difference adds up to some 
$2500 added to the staff member's 
yearly salary. 

It is in the battle for the pay 
raise that effects many students here 
at Laurentian. The university would 
not support the pay raise for the em- 
ployee, claiming 'financial re- 
straints'. However, the university 
was willing to go through an arbitra- 
tion process which cost the univer- 
sity anywhere from $50,000 to 
$100,000. This is what had Lambda, 
and a number of students and fac- 
ulty members in an uproar. After rais- 
ing tuition each and every year, 
Laurentian has chosen to spend the 
student's money on an arbitration. 

The process of an arbitration 
is a simple one, yet very expensive. 
An arbitrator (judge) must be hired, 
university lawyers are brought in, a 
courtroom is rented and all the staff- 
ing fees are paid. The fee for just the 
use of the courtroom and the arbitra- 
tor is anywhere from $5,000 to

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$10,000 per day. All other fees are 
added on top of this amount. The ar- 
bitration of this case ran for more 
than two weeks, using student's 
money the entire time. 

Lambda was able to get a hold 
of Dave Lalonde, 1st VP of LUSU 
for a statement. "LUSU is fighting 
for the integrity of their job evalua- 
tion system and an unbiased evalua- 
tion of the incumbent (the employee 
seeking the raise)." LUSU is ex- 
tremely disappointed with the univer- 
sity 's position on this matter. The 
university wanted to wait until 2003, 
which LUSU simply did not agree 
with. 

The main issue that has stu- 
dents up in arms is how can the uni- 
versity afford this? The claim that 
they have to make cuts in staff, pro- 
fessors and departments and they 
have raised tuition every year. Not 
too long ago the university had a full 
time ombudsman, harassment officer 
and three counselors, but due to 
money constraints the jobs were 
eliminated. LUSU stressed to 
Lambda that they had never intended 
for the arbitration process to last as 
long as it did; as they anticipated, at 
most, three to four days. LUSU's rea- 
soning and evidence were presented 
in half a day, but the university and 
their lawyers were responsible for 
dragging the process out which was 
seen first hand by Lambda staff mem- 
bers who were in attendance for a few 
days of the arbitration. 



"It's disgusting that the uni- 
versity is spending our money on this 
process," stated Students' General 
Association President Taylor Paxton. 
"The university lawyer is constantly 
repeating himself and basically cost- 
ing us more money." 

Lambda also met with Univer- 
sity President Herman Falter on this 
subject. Dr. Falter emphasized the 
fact that the University's relationship 
with LUSU is very good. In the past 
21 years, thq university has received 
only 135 formal union grievances 
(roughly seven per year), and of the 
135, only eleven have gone to arbi- 
tration. This case is only the third ar- 
bitration on a job evaluation in fif- 
teen years. Although these seem like 
high numbers, you have to take into 
account the fact that an organization 
such as the Sudbury Hospital receives 
as many as 300 formal grievances and 
over 50 will go to arbitration each 
year. Looking at these numbers it is 
obvious that Laurentian and LUSU 
does have a good relationship. 

When the incumbent in ques- 
tion's job was reevaluated, the com- 
mittee who did the evaluation con- 
sisted of two union members and two 
university management members. 
Unfortunately a decision could not be 
reached and thus creating the need for 
the arbitration. 

The evaluation process 
touched on above was negotiated 
with LUSU in 1985 and in 1986 they 
created 9 salary grades based on the 



point system with a maximum point 
value of 795. What LUSU is trying 
to do is create a new salary grade, 
#10, which goes above the highest 
available salary. According to the 
collective agreement, the arbitration 
does not have the authority to create 
that new grade system. 

The university did a survey of 
the job comparing it to similar jobs 
in universities all across Ontario, and 
it was determined that this job is al- 
ready $11,000 above the provincial 
average. This raise in question will 
raise the job to $13,500 above this 
average. Also, most universities woric 
a 37 1/2 hour work week, while 
Laurentian only works a 33 3/4 hour 
week. This also shows how the in- 
cumbent is being paid more than the 
average. 

This problem has been known 
to both sides for some time now, and 
this past July when he collective 
agreement became open for negotia- 
tions, LUSU had the opportunity to 
revise it and create the new salary 
grade, but for unknown reasons, they 
did not. Now they will have to wait 
eighteen months until it becomes 
open again. The university did make 
an offer to remedy a new salary 
grade, yet LUSU refused. This is 
puzzling as this is now what LUSU 
is trying to get. The university also 
made an offer to have the arbitrator 
mediate the issue to save money, 
again LUSU refused. The university 
has redone the collective agreement 
twice already and is willing to redo 
it a third time if need be, but they 
must wait until it becomes open so 
they can attack the agreement as a 
whole and tackle any other problems 
that may surface. 

"It's a lot of money and we've 
tried to end it without spending too 
much," stated Branco Rayakovich, 
the man in charge of the university's 
negotiations in this case. 

Just before press time. 
Lambda was contacted to notify them 
that this case was finally settled with 
both sides somewhat satisfied. This 
still leaves students and administra- 
tion wondering if all the trouble and 
money was really worth it?

At eleven o'clock when a few 
Lambda members showed up at The 
Pub to cover what was promised to 
be a great Open Mic Night, we were 
surprised to see that we, along with 
the two guys shooting pool consisted 
of the entire crowd. Shocked we 
asked around and other than the Pub 
staff, those two guys, and a few oth- 
ers that staggered in over the next 
half hour had no idea that Friday was 
Open Mic Night. One surprised pa- 
tron actually ran back to rez to get 
his guitar figuring that the stage was 
his to do as he pleased. 

Finally by around 12:15 am 
two lone Laurentian students hit the 
stage belting out a few Bon Jovi and 
Guns N' Roses tracks before leav- 
ing the stage for the call of the 
underutilized beer taps. 

"We had no idea it was Open 
Mic tonight," one student explained. 
"Was it advertised?" 

Open Mic night, like the oth-

Lambda, but here and there through- 
out the Student Centre as well as in 
the SGA Calender of events. Could 
it be the lack of student money to go 
out on a Friday night, or the draw of 
certain off campus drinking holes as 
the Friday night Laurentian destina- 
tion, or could it be that Open Mic 
Night has run it's course here at 
Laurentian for the time being? 

"It was too many too fast," 
one student told us. "If you try to get 
students out for the same thing every 
few weeks, it just won't happen. If 
they spaced the nights out better, they 
would probably bring more people 
back. I think this is just sad." 

Open Mic Night, the brain- 
child of the Students' General Asso- 
ciation, in the past has drawn crowds 
of up to two hundred students as well 
as an over abundance of acts, some 
of which were bumped from the line- 
up due to time constraints. The SGA 
Executive were not available for 
comment as they too were a no-show 
for November's Open Mic Night. 

The night was not a total loss 
as near the end of the night, when 
the bar peaked at forty-three patrons 
(twice as many patrons as the Freudz 



Couch concert the week before), a 
few students took the stage to have a 
make-shift jam session which in- 
cluded classics like The Animal's 
House of the Rising Sun, GNR's Pa- 
tience and, every rez-room guitar 
players staple tune, the Tragically 
Hip's New Orleans Is Sinking. 

By the time the night was 
over, and by the time this issue hits 
the stands there has already been talk 
of the out-right cancellation of Open 
Mic Night. To those of us who were 
there, and those working at The Pub 
(ten staff members which dwindled 
to five by close) it wouldn't be a sur- 
prise if we don't see a poster or a 
booking for an Open Mic Night in 
The Pub for a very long time. 

The four or five students that 
comprised the Pub Jam Session 
seemed to have a blast as the house 
band, while the rest relaxed with a 
few beers and shot pool trying hard 
to place a few of the songs being per- 
formed. The live music ended around 
1:30 am and just as quickly as they 
arrived, the crowd disappeared 
putting an end to what may be the 
last Of)en Mic Night for a while in 
The Pub Downunder.

On the sixth of December 
1989 fourteen women were killed at 
Ecole Polytechnique. They were shot 
by a single gunman who separated 
them from their classmates and 
yelled "you are all a bunch of femi- 
nists" as he opened fire. While it's 
easy to write this incident off as an 
isolated tragedy caused by the work- 
ings of a disturbed man who had a 
bad childhood, the truth is more chal- 
lenging to understand because it is 
much broader in scope than a single 
incident. 

The truth of the Montreal 
Massacre is that violence against 
women happens every day. An ex- 
treme case of violence against four- 
teen women touched the lives of 
women everywhere. Suddenly the 
unspeakable was in the spotlight, and 



women stepped in to the light to 
speak it. Through the loss of four- 
teen women the survivors of violence 
found a voice. 

The MonO-eal Massacre is re- 
membered every year on December 
the sixth which has been declared 
"The National Day of Remembrance 
and Action on Violence Against 
Women." In honor of this day the 
Laurentian University Women's 
Centre would like to give the occa- 
sion for all women to have a voice. 
The centre would like to invite 
women to come the last week in No- 
vember and paint a t-shirt with her 
feelings and experiences about the 
ways violence is committed against 
women. These t-shirts will be hung 
in the Bowling Alley the week of the 
sixth as a reminder to everyone. 

Until every sister, daughter, 
wife, mother, girlfriend; meaning all 



the women on this earth, feel safe, 
the least we can do is honor the sur- 
vivors or, in the case of the fourteen 
young women who were killed in 
Montreal, the women who did not 
survive, by telling their stories. 

Please stop by the Women's 
Centre from November 26th to the 
30th and share your experience and 
feelings about violence against 
women. T-shirt donations are wel- 
comed. We also would like to invite 
men to drop off their own t-shirts, 
however, due to the sensitive nature 
of the activity, at this time we would 
ask that they paint their t-shirts out- 
side the centre.

When Hal meets Rosemary, 
played by Gwenyth Paltrow, he falls 
in love with the most beautiful girl 
he has ever met. She has everything 
that he wants, but cannot see that she 
tips the scales at around 400 lbs. 
Rosemary is a Peacecorp volunteer 
as well as the daughter of the man 
Hal works for. Everyone tries to con- 
vince Hal that he is dating her to get 
ahead in his job, but it is truly Rose- 
masy that he falls in love with.

DEERFIEJ-D BEACH, Fla. (Reuters) - A Florida man died after a duck 
hit him in the bead, knocking him off a personal watercraft and into a 
lake, sheriff's officials said on Monday. 

Lefjn Resnick, 3 1 , was driving the watercraft at a lake in the Fort 
Lauderdal^ suburb of Deerfield Beach on Thursday, while a friend 
watched from shore, the Broward County Sheriff's Office said in a news 
release. 

Th^ friend turned to get a radar gun to check the vessel's speed, 
then noticed Resnick was missing firort) the craft. He found him several 
minutes later in the water, pulled him ashore and attempted to revive 
him, the sheriff's office said. 

'Investigators from the BSO Marine Unit believe the victim was 
knocked from the personal watercraft by a duck, which struck Resnick 
in the face as he sped the watercraft along the lake," the news release 
said. 

Resnick was taken to a hospital and pronounced dead. The medi- 
cal examiner listed the cause of death as blunt trauma to the head and 
drowning. The duck's carcass was recovered and turned over to investi- 
gatOTS. Both men woiked at a company that sold personalized water- 
craft. Resnick was traveling about 55 mph when tiie accident occurred, 
die sheriff's office said. 

Woman Kills Unfaithful Spouse 
with Frying Pan 

TOKYO (Reuters) - A J^anese woman has been sentenced to four years 
in prison for beating her husband to death witti a frying pan after he 
confessed to having an affair, domestic media reported on Tuesday. 

Last November, the 32-year-old housewife stabbed her husband, 
also 32, with a knife after beating him dozens of times with the steel 
pan, saying: "You said you would die if you had an affair, so I want you 
to die as you had promised." 

In handing down the sentence, Yokohama District Court judge 
Hiroshi Yamura said: "The victim, though at fault, did not deserve to 
die," according to the Tokyo Shimbun newspaper. Yamura added: "The 
act was one of brutality, far exceeding that of a husband-wife fight."

Creed, the name just screams 
hit songs as the band has torn up the 
charts with every track possible off 
their last album. Although there have 
been numerous tracks overplayed, 
beaten to death and acoustically re- 
arranged to give them a fresh feel- 
ing, people are still clamoring to get 
more and more Creed. Finally, after 
a pretty long wait Creed has released 
their newest album. Weathered. 

I went out and bought this al- 
bum ready for an album that crushes 
anything that Creed has recorded in 
the past, and I have to say that I am a 
little disappointed. Creed has always 
had a very definite style, making 
their music distinctive, yet at the 
same time interchangeable. This al- 
bum, more than the last, has quite a 
few tracks that you can't tell the dif- 
ference between. I call this the 
Meatloaf Style of recording as almost 
all your songs can be sung to the 
same music. 

Now I am not getting down 
on the band that much as they are a 
great band, but the first five tracks 
on the album blend very nicely into 
one big long Creed song, with not 
much to make any of them stand out.

There are tracks on the album 
that do stand out, like the first single 
My Sacrifice, which the WWF has 
picked up already as a staple for their 
music videos (yeah... wrestling isn't 
popular). The song has that extra 
emotion and drive to it that made 
many other Creed songs hit big. It 
hovers between being 9 slower bal- 
lad and a rock track, confusing any- 
one who dares dance to it. 

Two others that stand out on 
the album include the rock track 
Stand Here With Me and the rock 
ballad Lullaby. Both tracks are sure 
to become singles in the future, as 
well as number one hits on Q92 in 
about a year and a half when the sta- 
tion figures out that a new Creed al- 
bum has been released and they can 
finally stop playing Arms Wide Open. 

The CD booklet is pretty in- 
teresting as it contains artwork 
which supposedly goes with the 
music on the album.

She moves 
quickly on the album from rap and 
pop to a great blues sound on the 
track Misery, which features rock 
legend (and creator of the goddess 
Liv) Aerosmith's Stephen Tyler. I 
don't think 1 have heard a better 
crafted blues ballad than this one 
with the stars of two different gen- 
erations of music. 1 can't get enough 
of this track. TTiere is just something 
about it diat makes you want to hear 
it over and over. It sounds and feels 
1 ike a classic slow song that you just 
have to grab a partner and dance 
close to. 

The slower tracks on this al- 
bum have a very strong blues, jazzy 
sound to them which Pink's voice is 
very suited for. Her first album was 
to get her on the charts and this one 
is definitely created to make people 
stand up and pay attention to what 
she really can do. Every track is dif- 
ferent and each one stands out on it's 
own as a great song.

Poetry: Punctuation - Many beginning poets tend to avoid punctuation out of fear that it will interrupt the 
meaning or the flow of the poem. What they don't know is that punctuation is one of the most important tools in 
the poet's tool box. Consider yourself a conductor; tell the reader how the poem is to be read. Punctuation can be 
used as a way of manipulating the reader to ensure that they are reading the poem the way that you intended it to 
be read. 

Recommended Reading: Nikki Moustaki, The Complete Idiot's Guide to Writing Poetry. That's right folks, swal- 
low your pride; I declared myself to be an idiot a month ago and I'm better for it. 

Prose: Write about things that you know if you want your story to be believable. A great example of this is The 
Old Man and the Sea by Ernest Hemingway.

Hemingway did a great deal of fishing, him- 
self, and had a lot of friends that fished. His detail is believable and that is one of the elements that makes his 
story a masterpiece.

The first 
difficulty cited is the introductory sentence of a paragraph. Essay writers should be aware that each paragraph 
must have an introductory sentence that introduces the content of the paragraph and links the current paragraph 
with the previous one. This can be a hard thing to accomplish but is a must for good essay writing.

For years it was the same 
story for the Flames. They would 
start the first 20 games of the season 
looking like they have never stepped 
on ice before, then they would make 
a comeback, nearly make the 
playoffs, then fade away during the 
last 10 games of the year and finish 
15 points out. But this year things 
seem to be different. The Flames are 
off to their best start in franchise his- 
tory at 13-2-2-2 for 30 points. This 
puts them in second place in the NHL 
behind only the stacked Detroit Red 
Wings who have 35 points. Calgary 
has played two fewer games than the 



Red Wmgs and have also defeated the 
Wings in Detroit earlier this season. 

The entire team is playing 
extremely well, but there are two 
major reasons for the Flames' suc- 
cess. First is Team Canada hojjeful 
Jarome Iginla. After having medio- 
cre years the past few seasons, he 
leads the entire NHL in goals with 
16 and points with 31 in 19 games 
and is second in the NHL with 15 
assists, just two back of the Red 
Wings' Steve Yzerman. Despite los- 
ing Valeri Bure and Cory Stillman 
during the off-season and losing 
Marc Savard and Rob Neidermayer 
to injury at the beginning of the sea- 
son, Iginla has received helped from 
some unlikely players that have 
stepped it up. Mainly the play of 
Craig Conroy and Dean 
McAmmond. Conroy stands just 3 
points back of 3rd place in NHL scor- 
ing with 20 points in 19 games and 
McAmmond is 3rd on the Flames 
with 17 points. 

The second and possibly the 
most significant reason for the 
Flames' success is the play of 
goaltender Roman Turek. Turek is 
2nd in the NHL with a 1.62 goals 
against average and .940 save per- 
centage, trailing only Brian Boucher 
in both categories. He also leads the 
NHL with 13 wins and is tied with 
Patrick Roy for the league lead for 



shutouts with 4. His play has been 
very consistent all season and has 
given Calgary a chance to win every 
game he has started. He has wins 
against Detroit, Dallas, and a shut- 
out against Colorado. He also has 2 
wins, one a shutout, against his 
former team, the team that traded him 
in the off-season, the St. Louis Blues. 
His play has been so great that the 
Flames have signed him to a 3-year 
contract extension. 

Overall this year the Flames 
are playing like they belong with the 
elite teams in the NHL. This is even 
more impressive due to the fact that 
they have the league's sixth lowest 
payroll and only a few years back was 
in danger of losing their franchise if 
season ticket sales didn't increase. 
This is a team that hasn't made the 
playoffs since 1996 when they got 
swept by Chicago in the first round. 
They are also plagued by their inabil- 
ity to win a playoff series, having not 
made it to the second round of the 
post season since they won their one 
and only Stanley Cup in 1 989. It has 
been a long time, for Flames fans 
such as myself, since we have been 
able watch and enjoy this kind of 
success surrounding the formerly 
miserable Flames. SO it is time for 
Old Man Joseph and the Leafs to step 
aside and make way for the rejuve- 
nated Flames.
